FINDINGS OF FACT: 

1. The applicant  proposes t o  use the  subject  property as a Day Care 
Center i n  the R-2 zone which permits such use as a special exception i f  
approved by the  Board of Zoning Regulations. 

2 .  The applicant  proposes t o  operate a Day Care Center consist ing 
of sixteen (16) children,  and two ( 2 )  s t a f f  members. 

3 .  The proposed use would be located and contained w i t h i n  the 
f i r s t  f l oo r  of a 3 s to ry ,  1 2  u n i t  apartment building.

5. The applicant proposes t o  operate the pre-school in question 
f i v e  (5)  days per week; from 7 a.m. i n  the morning unt i l  6 p.m. i n  the 
evening.

The Board finds t ha t  the  applicant  is able t o  provide 100 square 
f e e t  of play space f o r  each chi ld  in attendance a t  the  Day Care Center. 

No opposition was regis tered a t  public hearing w h i c h  would indicate 
t o  the Board t h a t  the proposed use would be objectionable by reason of noise,  
t r a f f i c ,  or  number of students.
